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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 

Claim 15 is rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting 
as being unpatentable over claim 6 of U.S. Patent No. 6,358,051. Although the conflicting 
claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because claim 6 of the 
patent "anticipates" application claim 15. Accordingly, application claim 15 is not patentably 
distinct from patent claim 6. Here, patent claim 6 requires elements A, B, C, and D while 
application claim 15 only requires elements A, B, and C. Thus it is apparent that the more 
specific patent claim 6 encompasses application claim 15. Following the rationale in In re 
Goodman cited in the preceding paragraph, where applicant has once been granted a patent 
containing a claim for the specific or narrower invention, applicant may not then obtain a second 
patent with a claim for the generic or broader invention without first submitting an appropriate 
terminal disclaimer. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claiml5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Moore et al. (United 
States Patent No. 4,014,208). 

Moore et al disclose an apparatus for applying a preload to a screw comprising a tool 24 
having one end adapted to apply a preload to a screw and including an ultrasonic transducer 13 
disposed toward the one end for measuring stress within the screw as the preload is applied by 
the tool, means for transmitting a sonic pulse at a predetermined frequency through the screw 
and means for calculating and displaying the preload on the screw (see figure 1). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Moore 

et al. 

Moore et al discloses the claimed invention except for the transducer comprising a 20 
MHz PZT element (claim 16) and the transducer being 0.8 mm in diameter (claim 17). It would 
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have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to us 
a 20 MHZ PZT element for the transducer, since it has been held to be within the general skill of 
a worker in the art to select a known element on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as 
a matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416. Regarding claim 17, it would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
make the transducer 0.8 mm, since it has been held that discovering an optimum value of a result 
effective variable involves only routine skill in the art. In re Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 205 USPQ 
215 (CCPA 1980). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 02 July 2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that Moore et al. is not used for a dental implant 
system, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the 
claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, the intended use 
must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 152 
USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). Furthermore, 
it has been held that the recitation that an element is "adapted to" perform a function is not a 
positive limitation but only requires the ability to so perform. It does not constitute a limitation 
in any patentable sense. In re Hutchison, 69 USPQ 138. Tool 24 of Moore et al is a socket 
wrench. Typical dental implant systems in the art include and implant having a hexagonal 
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projection at the "end adapted to receive a supporting member for a dental prosthesis", such 
projection likened to a nut or a hexagonal bolt head, which could be torqued with a socket 
wrench (note patents to Brodbeck and Hawkinson.)
